The Russian Army Spoiling for a 
Fight With Somebody. 


Hostile Tone Assumed by the Mus- 
coyite Toward the Porte. 


Threatened Invasion of the Turkish Do- 
minions in Asia—A Serious Collision Be- 
tween Strikers and Troops at Pilsen, 
Bohemia—Turkey’s Commercial Treaties 
With the Powers—Socialism Discussed ia 
the British House of Lords—The Im- 
perial Government and the Middleton 
Affair—Wreck of the British Steamer 
Dacca—New Cardinals to Be Created

LONDON, May 20.—St. Petersburg advices 
represent the feeling of the Russian army as 
strongly In favor of war, not with anybody in 
particular, but with somebody. The only 
public opinion in Russia is that of the army 
and despotic as the Czar 16 in theory, he, like 
his predecessors, finds it difficult, if not im- 
possible, to resist the army influence. Couvled 
with the mancuvers near the Austrian bor- 
der, which will draw together an tmmense 
force of troops trom different parts of the 
empire is the hostile tone assumed {by 
Russia toward the Porte, and the 
virtual threat ofan invasion of the Turkish 
dominions in Asia should Russian demands 
remain unsatisfied. These circumstances, 
and the agitation Incited by Russia in Servia 
and Bulgaria, arouse great anxiety as to the 
probabie turn of events in the near future. 
The Novo Vremya of St. Petersburg states that 
the new Russian Ambassador to Persia will 
conciude anew commercial treaty between 
Persia and Russia. This, it says, has become 
necessary, as every year over 100,000,000 rou. 
bles worth of English cotton goods with Per- 
sian trade marks are imported into trans- 
Caspian Russia. 


England, 


LONDON, May 20.—Mr. Gladstone, after 
speaking at Lowestoft Saturday evening and 
spending Sunday here, left yesterday for Ha- 
warden. On his bomeward journey he 
stopped at Lincoln and madea brief speech 
to an inpromptu but enthusiastic audience. 

Speaking at Spalding yesterday Mr. Glad- 
stone said he would welcome a dissolution of 
Parliament and an appeal to the country. 

NATIONAL LEAGUE MEETING. 

Mr. Parnell presides this evening over a 
meeting of the National League in England. 
The object of the gathering is to take ateps for 
the organization of the campaign for the next 
general elections.

NEWTON SENTENCED. 

Arthur Newton, the solicitor who pleaded 
guilty to the charge of conniving to defeat 
justice by assisting certain persons charged 
with complicity in the Cleveland street scan- 
dal to escape, was arraigned for judgment to- 
day. He was sentenced to imprisonment for 
six weeks. 

THE PEERS AND SOCIALISM. 

In the House of Lords to-day the Earl of 
Wemyss and Maren, Liberal Conservative, 
denounced the tendency of the Government 
toward socialistic legislation. Parliament, he 
deciared, seemed ready to do anything in the 
shape of grandmotherly legisiation, and 
to meddle with affairs that ought to be left 
to private initiative, like workmen’s 
houses, the payment of wages and the 
feeding and education of the poor. The Lon- 
don Council, he said, was especially inclined 
to prefatory objects and fostered projects to 
abolish leaseholds and deprive landiords of 
their ground rents. They even proposed to 
take by compulsion, without compensation, 
property belonging to city guilds in order 
to apply it to what they 
called industrial schemes. Serious legis- 
lative bodies ought to look where socialism 
was leading. It was not land alone, but every 
kind of property that was threatened. Free- 
dom of contract and freedom of private enter- 
prise were assailed. State help was substi- 
tuted for self help, thus destroying the über 
of the nation. 

Lord Salisbury, the Prime Minister, admit- 
ted the existence ofa strong tendency to lean 
upon the State on every occasion. Against 
this he said statesmen must guard. 
If they imposed upon the State bur- 
dens beyond its power to bear they 
would create an indefinite source of ex- 
pense and would ultimately produce un- 
limited corruption. Socialism might be de- 
fined as the State doing something that might 
be done by private persons for the sake of 
gain. Sometimes the unwise thing todo and 
other times a wise thing. It wasn’t practical 
policy to classify legislative proposals as 
socialistic or otherwise. Every subject ought 
to be treated on its own merits. Too 
much Importance, Lord Salisbury de- 
clared, was attached to the 
spectre of Socialism. The public, 
could be trusted to find out what practical 
good lies behind the socialist doctrine. No- 
body not absolutely blind could deny the ex- 
istence of great evils from which arose 
cialist proposals and action. Industrial 
other causes produced great centers of mis- 
ry. We are bound to do all we can to 
remedy these evile, even if we are called 
Socialists, knowing we are undertaking no 
new principle or striking out on no sew 
route, but are simply pursuing the long and 
healthy tradition oR English legisiation.’’ 

Lord Salisbury’s remarks were received 
with cheers.

Lawyer Reynolds Dies of the Wound In- 
ad by the Young Man, 

NEW Lonx, May 20.—Lawyer Clinton G. 
Reynolds died in the Chambers Street Hos- 
pital at 3 o'clock this morning. The lawyer 
died from a pistol shot wound which he re-

Stephani,when he appeared in the Coroner’s 
ofiice, was broken down completely.

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“WASHINGTON, D. C., May 20.—The applica- 
tion for a writ of error in the cese ot Kemm- 
ler, under seatence of death by electricity, 
was heard in the Supreme Court of the United 


States to-day. Roger M. Sherman. counsel 
for Kemmler, who made the application, 5 7 
2 tor the condemned murderer. 0 
as ed his argument on the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution 
which provides that „No State shall 
make or enforce any law which shail 
abridge the privileges or immunities of citi- 
zens of the United States; nor shallany State 
deprive any person of life, liberty or N 
without due process of law. and onthe eight 
amendment, which provides that ‘‘cruel and 
unusual punishments shall not be infitcted.’’ 

Every seat in the court room was filled, but 
there was no crowding such as prevailed yes- 
terday when the case was to have been beard. 
Ex-Attorney-General Garland, ex-Secretary 
Bayard, several Senators and Representatives 
and Attorney-General Tabor of the State of 
New York were within the bar of the court, 
Mr. Sherman explained the circumstances in 
which the writ of error was brought. 

„We assume. he said, with entire con- 
fidence, that the determination of questions 
whichthe decisions of this court have left 
open will not be reached in this case upon 
the present motion, but upon the return to 
the writ and in due course of law.’’ Mr. 
Sherman contended that the infliction of 
death by electricity was cruet and unusual, 
and, therefore, without due process of law. 
He held that the question what, in the State 
of New York, isacruel and unusual punish- 
ment for the crime of murder 
is ong of Federal cognizance under the 
Fourteenth Amendment, aithough it involves 
the construction of the State Constitution aud 
the Supreme Court is at liberty to differ from 
the Court of Appeals on it. Mr. Sherman also 
held that the Warden of the Penitentiary at 
Auburn was given too great discretion by the 
law. Iteconferred upon hima power which 
had ‘heretofore been solely confidad to the 
court. Hecontended that the effect of the 
fourteenth amendment wasto fix the law as 
it was in ‘. and to pro- 
hibit any change by the States which 
was then unusual, because cruel, or which was 
not ot the nature of mere remedlal and ad- 
ministrative process. The provisions of the 
New York statute for solitary confinement, 
for conceaiment of the day of death from the 
prisoner, leaving its determination to tne 
warden, he claimed, were not to be sustained 
by the common law, but were in violation of 
the fourteenth amendment. In discussing the 
question asto the comparative humanity of 
the electric current and the rope, Mr. Sher- 
man beld that the electrical law gave 
the warden no discretion in the matter 
of the application of the electric 
current. He was obliged to continue the 
current until the criminal was dead. The 
warden migbt use the current for a week if 
necessary untilit killed. Ithad been shown 
that notelectricity, but a series of nervous 
shocks, was to cause death. Mr. Sherman 
gave a number of instances of the infliction 
of death by electricity to show that a man 
would not be instantly killed by the applica- 
tion provided for under the New York law. 
He believed that if a current of electricity 
Were continuously applied to Kemmler it 
would be difftuseu over his surface. The re- 
sult would undoubtedly be that to an extent 
the criminal would become part of the cir- 
cuit and that his skull and skin would lend a 
resistance to the current. 

The Supreme Court has reserved its decision 
in the case aud adjourned until Friday. 


Tariff Hearings. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., May 20.—The Ways 
and Means Committee this morning gave 
short hearings to representatives of several 
industries which seck to have amendments 


made to the tariff bill before the final vote Is 
taken. The fine-cut tobacco manufacturers 
were repsesented by P. Lorillard of New 
York, Dr. Spence of Cincinnati, A. C. Marshall 
of Dayton, O. ;Oren Scotten, J, T. Lowry, C. D. 
Hull and T. McGrew of Detroit. They wanted 
the committee to forbid the use of wooden 
pails and pxckages for packing fine-cut to- 
bacco, as they were frequently refilled by re- 
tailers with inferior grades to the injury of 
the choice brands. Representative Farqua- 
har of New York introduced John B. Man- 
ning of Buffalo, H. C. Cullen and Mr, Irwin 
of Oswego, representing the malsters 
of New York State, who entered 
a vigorous protest against the 
proposition to increase from 10 percent to 30 
per cont the duty on barley. One of the 
speakers said that the malting industry of 
Oswego represented a capital of $10,000,000, 
and that the increase of duty would damage 
that Interest to the extent of $8,000,000. 

Representative Mason of IIlinois wanted all 
bristles made dutiable at 10 cents a pound. 
The rough bristles are placed on the free list 
in the bill, but the prepared stock is dutlable 
at 30 per cent ad valorem. 


The Carthage Postmastership.

the ‘*Caurtel’’ lot. The lot is one of those 
exclud from the survey of the public lands 
of M erey by decision of the Secretary of 
the Interior. It has been occupied at inter- 
vais by the War Department for military pur- 
poses, but it is not within the limite of any 
deciared military reservation; therefore it 
does not come within the provisions of the 
act providing forthe transfer of abandoned 
military reservations, and special legislation 
is needed to authorize the Secretary of the In- 
terior to dispose of it.

THE CUPOLA PLATFORM FELL, 


A Fatal Accident at the shickle, Harrison & 
Howard Iron Works. 


A very serious accident occurred at the 
iron works ot the Shickle, Hhrrison & How- 
ard Iron Co. on Twelfth and Papin streets a 
few minutes after 12 o’clock to-day. A por- 
tion of the cupola platform on which the fron 
and fuel used in the cupola is loaded fell and 
killed one man and badly injured another. The 


men had nearly all quit work for dinner and 
started away from the yard. Only a few of 
them romained and only one was seen near 
the platform when it fell. He was a col- 
ored laborer named Henry Higgins. 
Pieces of falling iron struck him 
and injured bim severely, breaking 
his left arm nearthe shoulderand bruising 
him about the back and chest. He was taken 
to the Dispensary, where his wounds were 
dressed, and sent from there to his home, 2028 
Carr street. 

Mr. Queen, Secretary of the company, said: 
‘*We are sure that not more than one other 
man is hurt, and we hope he isnot; but one 
of our foremen has not been seen since the 
accident, and we think that be would have let 
us hear from bim if he was alive. He some- 
times went to that part of the yard because 
he was a foreman and went#everywhere. We 
have & force of men clearing away the wreck 
and the work is weil under way, but we can- 
not tell until i is all done whether 
the man is under the pile 
or not. Idonot know what caused the plat- 
form to fall, It was one of those accidents 
which no one can accountjfor. While other 
fron works build their platforms of wood, 
we made ours of iron, strong and well 
built, and supported by iron pillars fully 
capable of 1 the weight. One corner 
of it pulled loose and feil, but from what cause 
LJeannot say. 

A foroe of about twenty men, as many as 
could work §without interfering with each 
other, were engaged taking away the pieces 
of the broken platform, the bars of 
pig tron and coal which bad fallen, but it was 
slow work. It was three hours before the 
workmen reached the end of the pile, and just 
as they did the doubt about the 
foreman’s fate was decided. They 
found the body of John Mulroy, 
badly mangled and crushed. He had been 
under the platform and the great heap of iron 
and coal and coke that was piled above him 
fell upon him. His body was taken out and 
sent “3 an undertaker’s to be prepared for 
burial.

THE RAILKOAD WAR. 


Lew Rates to Points West Still in Force on 
all St. Louis Roads, 


The passenger rate war shows no sign of 
abatement, and all the Western lines continue 
to do a land office business.

WORK ON THE AIR LINE RECONSTRUCTION 
AND EXTENSION CONTRACTS. 


New Business Corporations Organized on 
the East Side of the River—Transactions 
in Real Estate—The Strike of the Nail 
Mill Laborers—Caaes Disposed of Yester- 
day—News from Belleville.

URT OF APPEALS DECISION AGAINST 
" ENGINKER JOHN G. JOYCE. 


nt Against Him and His Bondsmen 
Rendered in the Circuit Court Sustained 
—Other Decisions and Rulings—A Di- 
vorce Granted—Given $200 for a Horse 


Legal Notes and Court News. 


John G, Joyce, Republican candidate to-day 
forthe office of President of the Board of 
Public Improvements, lost his case this morn- 
ing in the Court of Appeals, and he, with his 
bondsmen, John P. Mullaly, D. P. Slattery 
and A. Higgins, will have to pay the 
Haughey Livery & Undertaking Uo. a 
judgment of $500 damages. Mr. Joyce. 
was employed to survey a lot 
for the livery company in October, 
1886, on Easton avenue just east 
of Sarah street. The first discovery made 
after the survey lines were established was 
that the survey was 10 inches off in the matter 
of depth below the grade of the street. This 
was remedied, and the stable, a two-story 
brick structure, was put up. Then it was 
learned that Mr. Joyceor his employes had 
located the east line ofthe lot 2 inches west, 
the west line 8% inches west, and the 
south line 11% inches north, making 
the building usurp portions of other people’s 
property. Mr. Haughey, for the company, 


entered suit for damage, and the Judge of 
the Circuit Court gave him judgment for $500. 
Mr. Joyce appealed tothe Court of Appeals, 

and this morning adecision was rendered in 
his case sustaining the judgment of the lower 


court. 
OVERRULED EVERY POINT. 

Mr. Joyce, by his attorneys, raised the 
— that the sult was improperly brought in 

he name ofthe plaintiff. The court says it 
thinks the case was properly brought without 
enterinz into a discussion of the provisions of 
the Scheme and Charter of the City 
of St. Louis and the act of the Legis- 
lature, approved March 25, 1872, con- 
cerning the appointment et city surveyors 
and the remedies afforded private ind:viduals 
for damages sustained by reason of negligence 
or malfeasance in office of such officials. The 
court then rules against Mr. Joyce. Continu- 
ing, the court says: 

It is now claimed by Mr. Joyce and his 
bondsmen that Mr. Haughey sued on one 
cause of action and the court permitted it 
to recover upon an entirely different ‘cause 
of action, in this, that the petition 
alleged the employment of Joyce to survey 
plaintiff’s lot for the purpose of ascertaining 
its depth below the grade of Easton avenue; 
whereas on the trial the plaintiff attempted to 
prove that Joyce was employed to furnish 1: 
with aconventional grade abont nine inches 
above the grade of the avenue which builders 
had adopted eas a suitable and necessary 
elevation for the erection of buildings. The 
defendants urge that this departure in the 
evidence from tne allegations in the petition 
Was not a simple variance, but must be re- 
garded as an 

ABSOLUTE FAILURE OF PROOF. 

We will assume that the plaintiff introduced 
substantial evidence in proof of the fact that 
Joyce was employed to survey the particular 
jot mentioned inthe petition and to ascertain 
for the plaintiff the depth of the 
lot below the customary builders’ grade. The 
petition averred that he was to 
ascertain the depth of the lot below the grade 
of the avenue. Would this variance amount 
to a failure to prove plaintiff's cause of action 
in its entire scope and meaning? We think 
not. * We will have to decide the ques- 
tions presented by this assignment adversely 
the defendants. 

The lower court ruled that Joyce was not 
responsibie for an honest mistake, but it was 
found the mistake was not-an honest one. 
Mr. Joyce in his appeal claimed that it was 

and the Court of Appeals says it must upbold 
the lower court and declare it was not, but 
that he was guilty of negligence in failing to 
perform the work according to his contract. 
PERFECTION IMPOSSIBLE. 

‘*The view taken of the foregoing assign- 
ments dispenses with the consideration by us 
ofthe fourth end last point made in Mr. 
Joyce’s brief, except it may be stated Phat 
the evidence tended to prove the aver- 
ments in the petition concerning the erro- 
neous survey Of, the boundaries of the lot. 
Viaintiff also introduced evidence to 
the effect that the boundary was 
located according to the stakes of the Joyce 
survey, and that after the building was 
erected it was ascertained that portions of it 
extendea at different places on the adjoining 

We recognize the fact that 
accuracy in measurements is 

not usually attained and ought 
not to be expected in any case, but in this 
case ifthe plaintiff’s livery stable was con- 
structed according to the survey we are 
authorized to hold Joyce was negligently at

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THE ROUND 


TOP MARKET SOLD TO W. P. 
CROSS WHITE. 


He Expresses His Views of its Future Value 
on Account of the Location ‘‘ Opposite 
the Depot” Which Will Probably Be 
Built on the Site of the Old Ashley 
Bullding. ‘ 


The property known as the Round Top Mar- 
ket, owned by the heirs of John M. Harney, 
was sold at special commissioner’s sale to- 
day by Charles H. Turner for $42,700 to W. P. 
Crosswhite. The sale was cried by H. L. Sut- 
ton, and the bidding showed thatthere were 
several parties who appreciated its value. 
Festus J. Wade followed the bidding up to 
the $40,000 mark, when he dropped out of the 
contest, C. C. Crone, another bidder, com- 
peting with Mr.Crosswhite until he exhausted 
himself on an offer of $42,600. 

The premises have an equal frontage of 338 
feet 9 inches on Broadway and Fourth street 
and 84 feet 9 inches on both Biddle and 
O’Fallon streets, withthe Round Top Market 
Building covering the whole space. 

Mr. Cosswhite bought the property on spec- 
ulatlon, and while he considers that he has 
secured a bargain in it he freely admits that 
there is no one who knows the value of tho 
site. Hespoke of its being of great value on 
account of its location opposite the depot, 
conveying the idea thatthe Ashley Building, 
purchased recently by B. F. Hammett and 
George Wilson for $120,000, is intended for a site 
for the Chicago, Burlington &Quincy Railway 
Co.’s new passenger depot. The supposition 
was that the Ashley Buliding was bought in the 
interest of the Bridge Rallway Terminal Co., 
but it is more probable that it was purchased 
in the interest of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy people. 

Mr. Crosswhite said that the old market 
site could be improved over its present area to 
the heighth of one story, and from that eleva- 
tion a building could be extended out over the 
‘sidewalk on either side, and that by 
so doing the width of the structure 
above the first story could be made 


52 feet, and that a grand building could be 
put up on that plan facing the depot. This 
plan of building he also said could be carried 
out by obtaining an ordinance from the cit 
to build above the sidewalks, a custom whic 
was quite prevaient in the city of New York. 

From thig talk it is apparent that Mr. Cross- 
white bas a well, defined idea of a depot to be 
built in that locality, and his knowledge of 
Projected railway enterprises in the vicinity 
ie what induced him to buy the Round Top 
Market. 

The market was established over twenty- 
five years ago under a joint contract between 
John M. Harney and the city, the agreement 
being that the city,after making the improve- 
ments, was to have an equal share in the net 
profits derived from the rentals, Later the 
city sued Gen. Harney for an accountin 
when it was shown in court thatthe property¥, 
after paying expenses, had produced no prof- 
it, and that consequently nothing was due to 
the city from it. In the meantime heavy as- 
sessments were levied against the property 
by the city for paving the streets witb granite 
and this expense also being presented in its 
strongest lighta compromise was agreed upon 
by parties to the suit, and the Round Top 
Market wsa closed tothe public last summer. 

A SUBDIVISION AT FERGUSON.

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THE WILD AND WOOLLY EAST- 

The disposition of people in the East 
to break the restraining bonds of social 
order and take the laws in their own 
hands is sad proof of the fact that civiliza- 
tion has not yet accomplished its perfect 
work there. The fastnesses of the rugged 
mountains in New York, the vast sand 
wastes of New Jersey and the uninhabited 
farming lands of New England exert a 
strong, although perhaps unconscious 
influence upon the natures of the people, 
giving them a sense of freedom from re- 
straint, reviving the barbarism of no- 
madic life and making them at times 
the children of impulses and passions. 

The influences which work against or- 
ganized society are shown in the out- 
breaks of the personal vengeance idea, in 
which guns, pistols, knives and horse- 
whips figure as means of redress instead 
of the proper legal methods. In yester- 
day’s Post-DispaTcu the telegraph gave 
accounts of the brutal whipping of an 
erring woman by another woman, who 
was backed in her violent assault by two 
men with drawn revolvers, in Camden, 
N. J.; of the whipping of the Chairman 
of the Board of Selectmenin the town of 
Wellficet, Mass., by a young married 
woman whom he had slandered; of the 
stabbing of a man by a woman while de- 
fending her honor in New York, and of 
the terrible torturing of a boy 10 years of 
age by two companions in Manchester, 
N. H. Inthe north woods of New York 
State the families of Woop and Pasco are 
now carrying on a mortal feud which re- 
sulted the other day in the killing ofa 
Pasco. 

These occurrences disgrace the East in 
the minds of the people of the rest of the 
country.

The Committee on the Spiritual State of the

and circuses. 

H. V. Philpott of Texas, who on Saturday 
sought to secure consideration for a resolu- 
tion condemning the use of tobacco or opium, 
especially by ministers of the church (which 
resolution was indefinitely postponed) got 
on his feet immediately and moved 
an amendment. After the eneral rule 
against amusements he wanted the following 
words inserted, ‘‘of softness and needless 
self-induigence, especially in the use of 
tobaceo and opium.’ 

Speaking to his amendment, Dr. Philpott 
said: 1 do not see why we should meddle 
with dancing in any form, with theater-going 
in any genteel form, while other and 
more vicious habits are not condemned, are 
not mentioned. 

The point was made by Anson West of Birm- 
ingham, Ala., that the matter of the amend- 
ment Was the same as of the resolution in- 
definitely postponed on Saturday. 

The chair held the point well taken and Dr. 
Fhillpott was refused further hearing on the 
subject. He objected to being shut off and 
— . when the shut up was inevitable, he 
said: 

‘*I want it to go forth to the world that this 
General Conferenoe refuses to consider the 
subject.’’ 

T. J. Duncan of Tennessee, author of the 
original resolutions on worldliness, which 
caused all the discussion and war, moved 
anamendment to the report providing for 
achange in the Discipline, but he was de- 
clared out of order. He fought hard, but was 
defeated. He condemned the report as 
having glossed over the evils it 
was supposed to condemn. There 
was a disposition growing in the church to 
cover up coucessions to worldliness. It 
there is a pill in that report, Dr. Duncan 
shouted, it bas been so sugar- coated that 
you'll never taste it. 

Subsequently Dr. Duncan got consideration 
of a motion to refer back the report with in- 
structions to the committee to report back an 
amendment to the Discipline prohibiting 
‘*promiscuous dancing, card playing, theater 
going, etc. 

Rev. EK. E. Hoss wanted the utterance of the 
churoh against worldltuess to include racing, 
owing, raising and selling race horses, manip- 
ulating land booms, buying and selling lot- 
tery tickets, renting buildings in which the 
liquor trafiic is carried on, and owning or 
editing Sunday papers. 

There was a seemingly endless debate on 
trivial matters. When itcame to the time for 
a vote, after the previous question was or- 
dered, there was an uninteresting debate as 
to what was before the house. Bishop Har- 
grove, anxious to hurt no one, could not de- 
cide, and the wranale went on, 

The amendment of Dr. Hoss was lost. Dr. 
Peterson’s motion was iost. The report of 
the Committee on the Spiritual State of the 
Church was then adopted by a large vote. 

While the last vote was being taken Chair- 
man Tiggert of the last named committee 
asked of T. J. Duncan, ‘‘Why did you make 
that attack?’’ 

„Because I was right. You ought to know 
Iwasright.

our Committee on Temperance begs 
leave to submit this report which is intended 
to cover matters of more general character 
than those treated of in former reports. 

„For the firat time the Committee on 
Temperance” ofthe General Conference is 
made a standing committee it andconstituted 
in common with other standing committecs 
ofone member from each annual confer- 
ence. 

‘*‘We have endeavored, ina sort oft tem- 
perancs experience meeting, toeliocit in- 
formation from all the States, and, so far as 
practicable, from all the conferences upon 
overything relating to the subject of temper- 
ance, but more especially upon the attitude 
ot our church, and ofits members, towards 
the use of intoxicating beverages, their mann- 
facture and sale, their license or prohibition, 
We have even extended the inguiry to the

aws. 

‘‘Wemay state Ina general way the results 
of our gleanings from these various felde, as 
follows: 

‘*First—We are convinced that t any more 
advanced position is possible for any church 
(any position we mean that comes within the 
peeves of achurch) than the one which the 

ethodist Episcopal Church South occupies 
to-day upon the questions of temperance and 
prohibition, our membership is ready at once 
to take it, 

A PROHIBITION CHURCH. 

We are emphatically a prohibition church. 
We stand out squarely and before the whole 
world, certainly in theory, and for the most 
part in practice, for the complete suppression 
of the liquor traffic. We offer no compromise 
to and seek no terms from asin of this heinous 

uality. We are opposed to all forms of 
license of this iniquity whether the same be

ould to God that all our members nad as 
clearly defined ideas of the fitness of things. 

In contrast to this, however, one brother 
mentioned the case where the Governor had 
removed from office a county officer for 
drunkenness, and the man thus removed ts 
still undisturbed in his church membership. 
We trust this case is very exceptional. Our 
beople in this struggle cannot be weighted 
down with drunkards or with moderate drink- 
ers. They are not of us, but ot the enemy, 
and this fact should be distinetly recognized. 
We owe them nothing except our prayers. 

Third—We are able to state from the inves- 
tigation made, that for the most part our 
church members throw the full weight of 
their influence and authori as voters 
against licensing the liquor traffic. Surely as 
Christian men they can dono less. And yet 
we quote the words of one brother, reaffirmed 
by many: ‘Beyond doubt, if all the chureh 
members would only do their duty, we could 
carry Our State for Prohibition every time.’ 
Oh, thatour people would realize that the 
measure of their responsibility is not mere 
the good or evil accomplished or preven 
by them, but the good they might do and the 
evil they might prevent if all their powers 
were consecrated to the service of Christ. 

Fourth— The testimony was uniform and 
unvarying asto the fidelity of our preachers 
to the cause of temperance. They do not al- 
ways, like that greatest preacher of them all, 
when having but a single o rtunity to 
preach the gospel to the same audience, place 
the theme of ‘Temperance’ between ‘Right- 
eousness’ and ‘Judgment to Come,’ and rea- 
son till the very throne of evil trembles at the 
power of truth. Yet, inthe vast majority of 
cases, the preachere ef our church recognize 
gospel temperance asthe legitimate theme 
for the Christian pulpit, and fulminate the 
decrees of God against the use of intoxicants, 
with an earnestness and ecloguence born of 

sincere conviction. 
THE DOCTRINE OF TEMPERANCS. 

In the words of one of our bishops, ‘If to 
preach the doctrine of temperance, and to 
preach against the open saloon as the source 
of most of our social, industrial and moral 
evils, and therefore the greatest enemy of the 
Christian retigion and of the Churgh of God, 
isto be ‘a political partisan,’ you may pub- 
lish me as one not only in your prayers but on 
the housetops; and by me stand 3,000 Methoa- 
ist preachers, not a dozen of whom would re- 
fuse to vote for a measure to prohibit the 
matchiess evil of the age.’ 

‘‘Fifth—The testimony was unvarying as to 
the valuable work of the Nutional Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union in the cause of 
temperance. ‘Why,’ said one brother, ‘we 
have pretty much given over the temperance 
work to the women since we got beatin our 
ate. They were beat, too, but they never 
could find it out as we men could.’ God bless 
these noble women in their noble work! They 
bend beneath the storm of adversity only to 
rise again in the might of God’s eternal truth 
—the strongerfor the time thus spent upon 
their knees. They are our wives, our moth- 
ers, our daughters and sisters, and every 
thought of our hearts for them is love. 

Finally, permit us to close this report with 
the words of Bishop Galloway: ‘The cause 1s 
moving on and will triumph. The world can 
scarcely present a parallel to the majestic 
speed of its march. The people have decreed 
it—the saloons must go. If not to-day, to- 
morrow. Itisa question of conscience, of 
principle, of duty to God and the brotherhood 
of man.. 

The report was ingeniously written, in that 
it committed thechurehb to prohibition in such 
way that those who feared such action wouid 
involve the church in politics were disarmed.

PRESBYTERIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


This Morning’s Session Given Up to Har- 
ing Committee Reports. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., May 20.— Thies morning’s 
session of the Presbyterian General Assembly 
was occupied in hearing committee reports 
and listening to prosy addresses. The reports, 
with a single exception, were promptiy 
adopted without debate and the assembly dis- 


played more impatience than at any time 
since it convened. The committee on Dilis 
and overtures reported an overture from the 
Presbytery of hiladelphia concerning the 
celebration of the fifth semi-centennlal of the 
adoption of the Westminster cou- 
fesaion. The committee recommends 
the assembly to refer the matter to 
the Pan- Presbyterian Council when it meets in 
1892. Adopted. An overture from the Pres- 
bytery of Olympia, asking the division of the 
synod of Columbia and the organization of the 
Synod of Washington, comprising the pres- 
pyteries of Idaho, Washington Olympia and 
Alaska, was approved by the committee. The 
report was adopted after desultory discussion, 
in which it was shown that the object of the 
division was because of the vast territory em- 
braced in the present synod. With regard to 
the overture from the Presbytery of Bismarck 
on lotteries, the committee report that the 
Presbyterian Church denounces the various 
influence of lotteries and all other 
forms of gambling, etc. Adopted, 
A memorial of ministers and elders in Okla- 
howa asking to be placed in the Presbytery of 
Chickasaw the committee approves. 

Rev. H. 8, Littio, D. D., of Texas read the 
report of the Board of Home Missions. The 
board has organized two Sunday-schools per 
day during the past year and every second 
day a church. This was accomplished at an 
average cost of $450 per minister. In New 
Mexico and Texas many Roman Catholics are 
joining the Presbyterian Church. The work 
of the Women’s Ezecutlve Committee during 
the year was especially effective. It raised 
the sum of $286,867, as against $246,- 
560 raised by all the churches. The 
committee reported against the overture of 
the Presbytery of Marion, Synod of Ohio, 
concerning the return of certain moneys. A 
motion was made to adopt and Rev. Wm. 
Irwin, D. D., of New York, one of the cor- 
responding secretaries of the board proceeded 
to address the assembly on the subject. The 
report was adopted and a recess taken until 
2:30 p. m. Consideration of the Board of Publi- 
cations report is the first order forthis after- 
noon. It is expected it will stir up a lively de- 
bate. Two réports were submitted, one of 
which, made by a special committee, charges 
grows extravagance on the partof the board.

convention will meet at 10 o’clock to-morrow 

morning in the ladies’ ordinary of the Lindell 

Hotel, and will continue in session for two or 
three days. 

THIS EVENING SEVERAL COMMITTEE 
meetings will be held, and the work to be done 
mapped outin a general way. Representa- 
tives of all Western gas manufactories will be 
present, and the discussions will take a wide 
range.. All matters of interest to gas pro- 
ducers and consumers brought before the 
convention will be considered, particular at- 
tention being paid to new appliances and im- 
proved methods of manufacture. 

A wember of the convention said to a repre- 
sentative of the Post-DIsPATCH this morning: 
„The object of our meeting is simply to dis- 
cuss subjects of interest to all gas manufac- 
turers, to exchange ideas and to learn what 
new inventions have been successfully ap- 
plied in the different works. 

THE ELEKOTRIC LIGHT 

will come up incidentally for consideration, 
but the gas men are not nearly so much afraid 
of it as some imagine. Nearly every large 
gas light company now makes more of less 
use of electricity, and we all have come to the 
conclysion that there is plenty of room with- 
out d{fsastrous clashing. For many uses élec- 
tricity will undoubtedly supplant gas, 
but new avenues are constantly 
being opened tothe latter, improvements in 
modes of manufacture and discoveries as to 
better means of utilizing the bye products are 
constantly being made, greatly lessening the 
cost of production,and altogether there seems 
to be no possibility of the gas business bein 
ruined. We used to be afraid that the gener 
introduction of the electric light would be 
very disastrous to the gas trade, but this fear 
is no longer entertained. Statistics prove 
that more gas per capita is being used now 
than ever before. It is the old story of the 
sewing machine over again. 

WHaT WE LOSE IN LIGHTNING, 
and this is much smaller la amount than is 
generally supposed, we more than make up 
in the increase of the employment of gas as a 
tuel. Then the bye products are of far greater 
importance than they formerly were, as 
scarcely anything is now allowed to go to 
waste. Inalsurge and well reguiated estab- 
lishment tue bye products will very nearly if 
not quite pay for the cost of the coaland the 
expense of productiou, so that the 
sale ot is only required to 
meet the interest and weur and 
tear on the plant, the expense of meters and 
management and the dividends of stockhold- 
ers. As a matter of fact, it costs little or noth- 
ing to make the gas, asthe coal and labor is 
paid for by the coke, oll, tar and other res- 
aves, Inventors have been very 4 and a 
great many important improvements in meth- 
ods of treatment are made every year. Few 
fear the competition of water gas any longer. 
At these annual méetings the results of the 
experiments made at the different works are 
explained and discussed, and great benefit to 
the trade results.

ey, undertaken by the Sanitary Association. 
Among the many things that can be done to 
put the city on a par with almost every other 
city inthe country, to improve the public 
health and to give the Peon multſtude a 
chance at will to take a refreshing bath, with 
no fear ofordinances forbidding bathing, is 
the erection of a public bath. 

A bath-house such as we propose, having 
tanks of ample size to admitof an invigorat-

Some Expert Opinions on the Prospects of 
the Wheat Market During the Coming 
Summer—Old Hutch Announces Himself 
a Bull—Wide Variations in Estimates—

OTHERS HOLD THE VIEW 
that the weatber from now on will have little 
influence on the crop, and that an advance 
far beyond present figures will take place be- 
tore the middie of August. Commission men 
are advising their customers in accordance 
with their individual views, and the conse- 
quence is that very great uncertainty prevails, 
and that cautious men are decidedly disin- 
clined to invest until the situation has fewer 
elements of uncertainty. ‘‘Old Hutchn,’’ when 
asked his opinion of the future of the wheat 
market, was found to be a decided 


bull, at least as far as words go. He 
stated that in his opinion wheat would cer- 
tainly goas high as $1, and that it would not 
surprisé him to see it reach $1.25 or $1.50. 
Others takea much more bearish view of the 
market, and predict that by August wheat will 
be seliing at 70 or even 60 cents a bushel. 
THIS VARIATION IN ESTIMATE 
is the extreme, the general run being between 
80 cents and 51. 10. With the object of ascer-

A Short-Lived Strike. 


CHICAGO, III., May 20.—There was a strike 
among the Rock Island switchmen yesterday. 
James Callahan of the city yards cut a train 
at the Fourteenth street crossing to allow 


some teams to pass. Before all had done 80 
the engineer threw the engine back and 
struck a wagon. The accident enraged Yard- 
master Corry, who at once discharged Calia- 
han. His action was soon made known to the 
other men inthe yards and they at once quit 
work. Runners were sent to the big yards at 
Forty-seventh street, and the switchmen 
there at once left the engines. Such vigorous 
retaliation on the part of the men was whoily 
unexpected by Corry, who immediately re- 
instated Callahan. The others resumed work, 
and by 1o’clock the system was in operation 
- again. 


The Iron Workers’ Demands, 


PITTSBURG, Pa:, May 20.—The main talk 
among the lron workers in all the union iron 
mills is the work of the Amalgamated conven- 
tion, which will open in this city two weeks 


from to-day. The main question at Issue this 
year will be an advance of 50 cents asked by 
the puddlers, which is to come from the firm, 
and a change asked by roughers on guide roll 
in their wages that will advance them about 5 
per cent, which isto be paid by the rollers. 
The puadlers claim if the finishers will not ask 
for an advance the firms will concede them 
their wages, which is to raise boiling to $2 per 
ton on a2-cent card. Some of the finishers 
are willing to concede the puddlers’ demand, 
irrespective of their own request. 


Planing Mill Bands Strike. 


Bu¥FFALO, N. Y., Mav 20.—The mill hands in 
allbuttwoofthe planing mills of the city 
struck this morning. They want nine hours 
instead of ten and no reduction in wages. 


The strikers to the number of 465 held a very 
orderly meeting this morning. The Queen 
City aud Scbneider planing mills conceded 
the demands of the men and those employed 
there did not strike. 


A Modified Demand. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 20.—The 3,500 employes 
of the National Tube-works Co. at McKees- 
port, Pa., who struck ten days ago fora 10 
per cent advance, this morning presented a 


modified demand calling for an advance of 
from 742 to 10 per cent. The scale will only 
apply to certain departments and not all em- 
ployes, as inthe flrst demand. An early set- 
tlement is probable. 


Favor Eight Hours. 


Boston, Mass., May 20.—The First Nation- 
alist Club of Boston last evening adopted re-

A TEXAS FIEND, 


John Shepherd Arrested for Poisoning His 
Empleyer’s Family. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

Austin, Tex., May 20.—A man named John 
Shepherd was brought in last night at mid- 
night and lodged in jail, charged with whole- 
sale poisoning. Some weeks ago he was hired 
to chop cotton for Mr. Cripwell, living about 
elgbt miles from town. On the lth 
inst. he left there and went 


to work at C. L. Henick’s, a neighbor of Crip- 
well’s. Sunday, after eating supper, the Crip- 
wellfamily were taken violently sick, and 
doctors who were called in pronounced it 
poison from eating rough on rats. ‘An 
examination was made and the poison 
was found in the lard, which was 
kept in a room occupied by Shepherd. None 
ofthe Cripwell family had ever had any pol- 
son in the house, but it was remembered that 
Shepherd, while there, was seen with a box. 
The Henick family, who had been called jn to 
see the Cripwells, said they had 
seen Shepherd with a box of 
rough on rats and sent home and had their 
lard bucket examined. Impressions were 
noticed in the lard as ifastick had been run 
down into it and an examination disclosed a 
lot ot poison about half way down in the 
bucket. Mrs. Cripwell then remembered she 
had noticed similarimpressions in her lard 
some days ago, but supposed the children had 
made them. Shepherd acknowledges that he 
had the poison, but says he put noneof it in 
the lard. He was eld to an- 
swer this morning in the sum of $1,000, 
in default of which he went to jail. He is 
about 80 years old and very deaf. He says he 
served a term of five years in the penitentiary 
for stealing horses in Oslidwell. Ali the mem- 
bers of the Cripwell family are up except Mr. 
Cripwell, and it is believed he will die. 


Cheated the Law.

Itis mis- 
taken policy to call attention to a poor arm 
and a good one js never so beautiful as when 
naked. One often sees the value of a wrist 
absolutely destroyed by a vangle. 

Gloved or ungioved, sleeved or unsleeved, 
braceleted or without jewels the arm grows in 
importance every day. Genevieve Stebbins 
Thompson and Mme. Alberti and Henrietta 
Crane Russell and Mabel Jenness and the rest 
of the esthetes and physical culturists and 
Delsarteans have been teacbing usall winter 
to pose, and the pity is we begin to ‘‘make’’ 
our arms before we have taken our degrees. 
The results are commonly ridiculous or har- 
assing. 

The arms of the woman who is not natu- 
rally graceful always looks stiff and harsh as 
they lie in her lap motionless. If she is not 
bitten with any of the artistic fads she makes 
an awkward hoop of them with fingers inter- 
laced. If she has been doing a little amateur- 
ish studying of classical coliections she ex- 
tends them orlets them hang at full length 
unflezed in hard, straight lines. The first 
piece of advice whicha well wisher would 
give such a woman would be that she allow 
both arms to fall in free, easy position, 


slightly 
RELAXED AT THE ELBOWS 
or with the hand drooping a little at the wrist, 
but that she should not allow her left arm to 
know what her right arm is doing. One 
ought usually to take a somewhat different 
osition from the other, else you overdo the 
ilateral symmetry ane look like a jointed 
doll. 

But it is when a woman moves that real 
difficulties arise. Many a girl who makes 
capital out of handsome arms when she 
throws them into reliefon the tennis ground 
flaps like a seal if she shakes bands in a draw- 
ing room. The difference is partly in the en- 
vironment, partiy, sometimes,in the gown. 
There’s.no getting a graceful motion if your 
dress bas a French fit at the shoulder seams. 
Most women think there is a fine reserve in 
restrained gesticulation, and it is true that 
the woman does not exist who can attitudin- 
ize in private life without considerabie dan- 
ger of making herself ridiculous, It is com- 
monly assumed that the effect has 
been calculated if a pretty girl Indulges a 
movement as charining and natural as that of 
raising herarms to adjust her hair. But be- 
cause a woman’s arms must be kept well 
within the picture and backed against the per- 
son, it does not follow that she should move 
her arms, as most women do, only from the 
elbows. No gesture could be worse possibly. 
It expresses the little, the petty, the un- 
gracious, the over-anxious to enter the camp 
of the 400. It stamps a women at once as 
nervous and awkward, an overgrown school- 
girl. Every dignified arm motion starts from 
the shoulder. In this way only can one get 
curve orswing. Elbow motion is mechanical, 
all angles. 

You can tell much about a woman by the 
way in which she shakes hands. The pump- 
handle motion, fashionable this past winter, 
was distinctly vulgar, almost as much so as 
the present squaring of the shoulders, exten- 
sion of the elbows and swaggering clutch of 
the pockets which is sold to one girl in every 
four with herspring jacket. Manya woman 
who is gracefully cordial with an intimate 
fails back ona marionette-like wagging from 
the elbow if called upon to say ‘‘Howdo you 
do?“ to an important person of whom she 
stands somewhatinawe. The giving of the 
hand must beu whole-arm motion, but the 
arm should not be extended at full length, 
except in

it may be kept rather nearthe body and the 
hand allowed to tall low. 

The harp, the zither, the violin are so many 
chances for arms. If agifl is round-limbed 
itis getting almost impossible for her to look 
at the pictures ofthe Pompelan pipe players 
and the Greek girls going to play the tubar 
without going straightway to join a ladies’ 
orchestra. Mrs. Ella Dietz Clymer 
owes much of her reputation 
as the ‘‘beautiful’’ President of Soro- 
sis to her use of her arms. She never forces 
them. If she disposes herself statuesqueiy 
against the high baok of her carwed chair she 
is content with so much of picturesqueness as 
is compatible with the calm poise of a presid- 
ing officer. If occasion arises for her to throw 
an active expression into her posture she gets 
just the permissible effect, no more, uo less, 
out of her gracefularms. But no woman olf 
the stage has the actress’ opportunity. 

Lillian Russell bas splendid, ripe, full- 
colored arms; a little heavy, perhaps, and 
suggesting the Turkish bath rather than the 
sunshine, but strong throughout and firm; 
such arms as speak of the fullness of recog- 
nition before the coming of the marks of 
time’s invasion. 

Julia Marlowe has a lithe, graceful, young 
arm. It remindsone of Margaret Mather’s 
before that young woman quarreled with her 
manager and began to grow fleshy. And yet 
Miss Mather’s arm was always too long. iss 
Marlowe’s is exquisitely proportioned and 
clearly, daintily modeled. It is a Diana arm, 
or rather that of one of Diana’s nyimphs more 
youthful than the huntress. It has about it 
no mark of passion. 

Mrs. Kendal's arm when she is en the stage 
is like her face as one sees it off the stage, se- 
renely and healthfully matronly. Her upper 
arm is peculiarly muscular. Her skin has a 
creamy tintand the elbow ts irreproachable; 
but there is a certain exactness, not amount- 
ing to precision, about herarm motions which

THE CATTLE SHIPPERS, 


Heavy Losses Sustained by New Yorkers En- 
gaged in the Trade. 


By Telecravh to the POsT-DISPATCG. 

New York, May 20.—Thbis is proving a 
gloomy spring for cattle shippers. They find 
themselves caught ‘between the upper and 
under mill stone, as it were, and many of 
them are slowly but surely being ground to 
powder. It was estimated by a heavy shipper 
form this!port yesterday that last week’s ship- 
ments represented a net loss of $250,000 in cold 

‘cash to shippers. The cause of itallis a 


slump in the London, Glasgow and Liverpool 
markets and a corresponding raise on 
this side of the water. As com- 
pared with one year ago there has 
been a fall of 75 cents a hundred 
pounds in beef abroad and a rise of 1 
cent to 1e cents a pound in this country. 
In the face of this tremendous differ- 
encethe unhappy shippers find themselves 
compelled to send cattie abroad for the reason 
that they had engaged ali the freight room 
they could secure up to August 1. Thusif 
they do not ship they would lose about $20 a 
head and if they do ship they will lose nearly 
es much. The condition of affairs § is 
serious, and unless a compromise can be et- 
fected with the steamship lines many ofthe 
small shippers willgotothe wall. Some of 
the men having plenty of money will be able 
to stand their losses, but not so those of lim- ’ 
ited cupital. To add to their misery they know 
that every head of cattie shipped to the 
United Kingdom only makes matters worse 
over there by stocking up the market. A year 
ago there were big profits in the business, and 
everybody rushed in and engaged freight 
ahead on every steamer, first-class or tram, 
that had freight room.

Remarkable Achievements of Sherrill, Day, 
Downes and Others—Ed Smith Makes a 
Good stand Against Peter Jacksen— Base 
Ball Attendance—The Yale-Atalanta 
Boat Race—General Sporting News.

Tthe spring meeting 
ofthe Berkeley Ath- 
letioc Club held at 
Berkeley Oyal last 
Saturday the college 
athletes showed upin 
grand form. One 
world’s record was 
broken, four equaled 
and five American 
records were broken. 
Charlies H. Sherrill, 
Yale’s famous sprint 
runner, defeated Lu- 
ther Carey of Prince- 
ton in even time—10 
seconds—in the 100- 
yard dasb; W. D. 
25 Downes of Harvard 

‘ G peat W. C. Dohm of 
Princeton in tre 600-yard run in time equal- 
ing the world’s record; N. L. Williams of 
Yale made a new American record for the 120- 
yard hurdle; W. D. Day, New Jersey Athietic 
Club, surpassed all American records from 
one and a quarter to two miles, and J. P. Lee 
of Harvard, the half-back on Harvard’s foot- 
ball eleven last fall, made a new world's rec- 
ord for the 220-yard hurdie. 

The first race of the day brought out Luther 
Carey of Princeton College, who has recently 
joined the Manhattan Athietic Club; F. W. 
Robinson, Yale and the New York Athletic 
Club, and ‘*Tommy’’ Lee, New York Athletic 
Club, for a 100-yard dash from scratch, All got 
off well when W. H. Robertson, the starter, 
fired his pistol, Carey going at once to the 
tront, and running in his peculiar, overworked 
fashion. Robinson heii second place to the 
finish, Carey winning in 10 1-5 seconds. Next 
came Sherrilioft Yale and the New York Ath- 
letic Club; P. Vredenburg, Princeton and New 
York Athletic Club, and R. O. Moen, Harvard 


and the New York AthieticClub. Fred Westing 
of the Manhattan Athietic Club was en- 
tered for the event, but did not start, It was 
the first time Sherrill had been seen in a race 
in this vicinty this year, and every one was 
eaver to see his form. His run of 100 yards in 
0:10 Monday at New Haven was in the minds 
of all as the pistol cracked, and if any one 
doubted his reported fine condition before 
that doubt was dispelled the instant he was in 
motion. Sherrill has never shown better 
form. He got off well from the mark and ran 
in an easy winner in 0;10:2-5 seconds. 

When the final heat of the 100-yard dash was 
called Sherill and Carey‘ ‘set’’ together for the 
first time. The friends of Carey had been 
quite confident of his victory, but had under- 
rated Sherrill’s ability. The two bounded from 
the mark together, Carey digging along close 
to the einderpath and Sherrill striding 
more in the air, and when the tape was 
reached Sherrill was two fect inthe lead. It 
was said that Carey was not in his best condi- 
tion, but when the time was announced this 
claim lost its effect, for Sherrill had won in 
10, proving the speed at which the men had 
run, The performance equals the best ama- 
teur record. 

» Sixteen men were entered for the 600-yard 
scratch race, but only four started. These 
were Walter Dohm of Princeton, W.C. Downes 
of Harvard, J. C. Devereux, Manhattan Ath- 
letic Club, and H. E. Billings, New York Ath- 
letic Club. Interest in the race was centered 
in Dohm and Downes. At the start Dohm, 

who was on the outside, made a fight for first 
place, but dropped in second behind Downes, 

and at 160 yards was holding the latter well. 

At the first turn on the final quarter, however, 

Downes cut out a very fast pace and was two 
yards away from Dobm before Dohm was aware 

of it. Then Dohm began a fightto overcome 

the distance, and succeeded in reducing it to 

a vard at the finish, but he was beaten. 

Vownes had his revenge for the defeat 
Dohm gave him at a half mile a year ago. He 

held a tremendous pace from beginning to 

end and succeeded in equaling the world’s 

record of 1:112-5, made by L. K. Myers July 

1, 1882. Downes recently ran a quarter in 

0:50 1-5at Harvard, showing that he is faster 

than ever before. 

The 120-yard hurdle race, scratch, was 
another surprise, H. L. Williams of Yale and 
the New York Athletie Club equaling the 
world’s record of 16 seconds, held by several 
English hurdiers, and surpassing the Ameri- 
can record of 0:161-5 made twice by A. A. 
Jordan of the New York Athletic Club. Mr. 
Jordan was present when Williams ran and 
said when the time was announced that he 
would not be content to rest without attempt- 
ing to beat Williams’ performance. Herbert 
Mapes of Columbia defeated G. Schwegler, 
New York Athietic Club, the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union champion, for second place. 

When W. D. Day, the famous distance run- 
ner, Came out for the two-mile scratch race 
it was remarked that he looked ill, as usual, 
and when he finished with several new Amer- 
ican records to his credit he looked decidedly 
better to the spectators. In the race with Day 
were several very good runners, but they had 
no chance of securing frst piace. Day's time 
for the quarters was 1:034-5, 2:124-6, 3:24, 

361-5, 5:49, 7:02 4-5, 8:18 1-5 and 9:32 1-5. 
He beat the record of 6:03 for one 
and aquarter miles made by T. P. Conneff, 
Manhattan Athletic Club, September 15, 1888; 
the record of 7:12 1-5 for the halt mile made by 
E. C. Carter, New York Athietic Club, July 10, 
1886; the record of 8:322-5for the one and 
three-qnarter miles made by Conneff, No- 
vember 6, 1888, and the record of 9788 3-5 for 
two miles made by E. C. Carter, July 10, 1886. 

In the 150-yard race Sherrill, feeling in good 
trim, ran for the record of 0:15, which he made 
June 15, 1888. He was coached inthe run by 
Robinson of Tale and covered tne distance in 
0:14 4-5, equaling the world’s record made by 
C. G. Wood at London, England, July A. 1887. 
Last year E. H. Pelling of England ran in 
0:16 3-5, but the wind aided him ana he was 
not allowed the record,

ew York Athietic Club in 6:25 8-6, sur- 
rand the world’s record 
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Atalanta eight is booked to take place next 
Saturday In New Haven Harbor. Interest in 
this event has been gradually quickening until 
itis now almost at white heat. A casual viel- 
tor to the numerous boat-houses — the 
banks ofthe Harlem and Passaic rivers will 


find little else talked about, and

BACKED BY WHITE CAPS, 


The Curious Divorce Case of Wilson vs. 
Wilson at Poughkeepsie, N. . 


By Telegranh tothe Post-DIsPpatTcn. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 20.—For the first 
time in the history of the Supreme Court here, 
the sult of a wife against her husband for ab- 
solute divoree is backed up by a band of. 
White Caps. The case is entitled, Sarah Ida 


Wilson against Frederick Wilson. The de- 
fendant is a well-Known carpenter and the 
co-respondent is Susan Carnwell, the daugh- 
ter of Farmer Carn well, of the town 
of Fishkill. Carn well has two 
daughters Susan and Carolina. Early 
last March Wilson, whothen lived here, vis- 
ited the Carnwell houee frequently, paying 
his addresses first to Caroline and winning 
her affections. Then he transferred his love 
to Susan, whereupon Caroline became jealous 
and threatened vengeance. One night Wilson 
came as usualand went off into a secluded 
part of the house with Susan. This was 
at 9 . m. Caroline was enraged and 
sent werd to the White Caps that the time for 
them to act had come. At midnightthe White 
Caps appeared, broke into the house, entered 
the room where Wilson and Susan were and 
commanded Wilson to leave the house. He 
left the house at2 o’clock inthe morning. The 
divorce suit of the wife followed and was 
tried yesterday before Judge Barnard. Mrs. 
Wilson and her friends occupied seats upon 
the north side of the court room and fifteen 
or twenty White Caps filled the judges’ benches 
along the main aisie. Among them were 
Benj. Humison, Fred Hart, Charles Schofield, 
Jos. Beacher, David Bulmer, Mrs. David Bul- 
mer and Jol Beacher and Mrs. John J. 
Schofield and Dell Parkhurst. All the set 
had been subpcenaed as to the goings-on. 
Within the bar sat Lawyer Ed Crummer, Mrs. 

Wilson’s counsel, and by his side sat Caro- 
line Carnwell, who is quite prepossessing in 
appearance, ‘She wore a biue velvet ‘suit and 
Gainsborough hat and seemed to be perfectiyat 
ease. She has a peach color in her face and 
large brown hands. Counsel for the husband 
sat nextto Mr. Crummer. Mrs. Wilson was 
called to the stand first. She is of middle age, 
quite stout and matronly, Her 10-year old 
son sat with her friends. She testified as to 
her marriage. She bad never connived with 
nor assented to her busband’s intimacy with 
Susan Carnweil. She and her husband had 
lived withthe Carnwelis twelve years ago. 

Hie had always provided for her well and they 
had had difficulties more or 
less ever since they were married. 
Mr. Crummer called Caroline Carnweil. The 
young lady took the stand without fear and 
squared herself to answer questions. She 
lived with her sister Susan onthe Fishkill 
farm upto March 9 last. The night before 
March 9 Wilson came to the house and took 
her sister’s trunk away. Wilson had stayed 
allnightatthe house several times. Witness 
had burst Susan’s dooropen and each time 
saw Susan and Wilson there. The last time 
Wilson came it was at 9 in the evening. 

She then sent word to the White Caps that now 
was the time forthem to act. They came at 
midnight and he left at2 o’clock in the morn- 

ing. At this junture Luwyer Crummer was 
about to call the White Caps one by one to 
on od up, but Judge Barnard interrupted, 

sayin 

“5 think you have enough evidence in. I see 
no reason to doubt this witness. She is Su- 
san’s own sister and she shows no forward 
ness. I find that the plaintiff's case is 
shown. 

Now then for alimony,’’ responded Mr. 
Orummer. J have heard that Wilson has 
means.’ 

ie has nothing only what he works for,“ 
replied the defeudant’s counsel, ‘‘and he has 
to support tue child, He is willing to pay his 
wife $3 a week. 

She is entitled to have the child,’’ said the 
Judge, and to have half what Wilson earns 
at least. Now he must pay her $7a week as 
long as be lives. That is the risk he runs when 
ne undertakes to have two wives. He can’t 
stand two families.’ 

Sposin! he don’t earn but $7 a week? 
queried Mr. Hopkins. He must earn more 
to fulfill his promise he made to his wife at 
the altar. 

This ended the case, All the parties left the 
court and the Fishkill White Caps returned 
to their homes.
